"BECOMING BRIDE OF TOTAL STRANGER PART OF 
POSITIVE OUTLOOK ON LIFE - A Pilgrim's Prose. 

I think it is one of life's gifts that we 
often meet extraordinary ordinary people, 
people who are humble and unpretentious 
and unkowingly exude greatness and nobility. 

ROSE SUDAR is such a person. 

I met her about five years ago and 
recently had the pleasure of visiting with 
her again. 

She lives in Longview, Wash., in the 
large house where she raised her 10 children, 
about 10 miles from town. 


She is alone now, with her husband dead 
some 18 years ago, and her remaining nine 
children all married and gone. 

At 85, she maintains a spotless house, 
and finds energy to cultivate beautiful 
flower-beds and a garden producing fruit and 
vegetables that she is able to share with her 
family. 

Her children wish her to move into town, 
but she has so far resisted their plea. 

TO MEET her again was a real joy for both 
of us. I had not seen her in four years, 
and wondered if she would still be on the farm. 
She had not changed at all and her hair shows 
only a touch of grey. 

Although her daughter Anne was present, she 
insisted on preparing dinner for the three of 
us herself. 

To celebrate the occasion she opened a 
bottle of choice California wine. 

Rose reflects her Croatian origins in her 
accent. She was born in what is now Yugoslavia 
and she came to the U.S. in 1912 as a 20 year 
old bride-to-be. 

As I prodded with my questions, she seemed 
only too happy to share the mysterious events 
that brought her thousands of miles from her 
homeland. 

She had given up the idea of ever being a 
bride. With her father dead and her two 
brothers in the army, there was no one to pay 
the dowry, the money which tradition had 
decreed the woman was to bring to her husband 
in marriage. 

THEN, BY some strange coincidence she met 
a 17 year old boy who had returned from the 
States, with the purpose of finding a wife for 
his uncle who had emigrated to Montana to work 
in the mines.

This was her chance. She immediately 
volunteered to go without the slightest 
idea what the man was like. She felt deep 
within that it would work. 

When she told her mother, the poor woman 
thought her daughter had lost her head. 

But neither tears nor argument would change 
the young woman's commitment. 

She bade farewell to family, friends and 
land. She never went back to visit and she 
never saw these people again. She now has 
only two nieces living in Yugoslavia. 

She made the long journey in the company 
of a niece of her future husband. 

"WHAT DID you think of your future 
husband when you first saw him?" I asked Rose. 

"I loved him immediately," she answered 
with a bright smile. 

They were married three weeks later. 

She brought an ancient photograph of 
the newly-weds from the living room. The 
bride is young and beautiful in her white 
dress and he stands dark and handsome with 
wide shoulders and black moustache: an 
impressive and happy-looking couple. 

They lived together for 52 years and had 
some happy times and some hard times. 

They left the mines of Montana to purchase 
land in Washington and farmed. They worked 
hard and raised their large family with 
the energy, dedication and selflessness that 
our parents and grandparents also had. 

THEY shared their Christian faith and 
their values with the children God gave 
them.

COMPLIMENTARY GAME TICKETS FOR CHILDREN AND ADULTS - AT ENTRY GATE 
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GOOD NEWS 


(This article was published in our local Register-Pajaronian and written by STEVE STROTH, 
Staff Writer.

HOW A TEACHER BECAME A POLITICIAN 

When Watsonville Fire Captain Chris Johnson walked to the podium a few months ago to 
report on the status of the Fire Department, he must have felt 12 years old again. 

There was 66-year old Watsonville Mayor ANN SOLDO, Johnson's former elementary school 
principal, smiling down at him from behind the dais in the City Council chambers. 

She beamed with a knowing grin - a proud teacher acknowledging the success of a former 
pupil while still remembering the little boy who was sent to her office for talking in class. 

"That's Chris Johnson," SOLDO told the crowd of about 100 who had crammed the council 
chambers that night. "He's a former student at MacQuiddy School where I was principal." 

The 34-year old Johnson was a little surprised by that, but he certainly didn't expect 
what came next. Still, it was typical of Watsonville's first woman mayor. 

SOLDO went on to recall what the 12-year-old future fire captain said when asked what 
he wanted to be when he grew up. 

"Every year he'd say the same thing. 'I'm going to be a fireman' ... And now here he is, 
a captain in our Watsonville Fire Department," the former principal said. 

Johnson mused later: "I guess I used to say that when I was a little kid." 

There are many other former students who grew up to be Watsonville firefighters, and 
teachers, and mechanics, and engineers. And SOLDO'S matronly, almost doting praise is the 
same for them, too. 

"She's always saying how proud she is of the guys that went to her school," Johnson said, 
"and how she's proud we're serving the community." 

That's typical of ANN SOLDO, a former teacher-principal turned politician and radio 
personality. 

She's unabashedly proud of the products of the Pajaro Valley, whether its fruit from 
nearby fields or firefighters from the area's classrooms. She's involved in numerous 
civic and cultural organizations, which revel in Watsonville's vivid history and its com¬ 
munity of longtime residents. 

"ANN is an old-timer, well known and well respected," former City Councilman Charlie 
Palmtag said. "She's part of the existing power base that's always been here." 

Mayor SOLDO is proud of her heritage, which she gets a chance to tout every Sunday 
morning on KOMY when she and her husband, ANDREW, broadcast the Yugoslavian-language program, 
they've been doing together since 1957. 

But a more telling example of her pride ususally surfaces in her sometimes stubborn 
bouts with other council members. 

Many times she's too proud to steer away from an argument, she says, especially when she 
believes she's right. You can see it in the way she purses her lips and nods her head to 
assure the listener that her point is indeed a fact. 

ANN SOLDO is indeed a proud woman. 

She looks pretty much the same way she did when Johnson was a sixth-grader at MacQuiddv 
school more than 20 years ago. ‘ J 

"I just remember her as the boss of the school," Johnson recalls. Now, of course she's 
the political "boss" of the city. * 

Her hair is a little grayer since her school days, and the black-rimmed glasses she used 
to wear while policing the playgrounds have been replaced by a more stylish' wire-rin variety 

And you never see ANN SOLDO dressed in slacks, or pantsuits. She always wears 1 y 
because, well, because it's her style. 

Soldo looks like the mother everyone would love to have. She's warm and friendlv and

always eager to offer advice. 

That quality - along with her strong sense of being in charge - has frequently agitated 
some council members, who often differ with her ideas. But everyone seems to agree that 
ANN SOLDO has what she considers the best interests of the city at heart. 

As a lifelong resident of the Pajaro Valley, the mayor takes great pleasure in pointing 
out the successes of Watsonville's native sons and daughters. 

Maybe that's because she's one herself. 

Born in Pajaro and a 1938 graduate of Watsonville High, SOLDO spent 36 years as a teacher 
and administrator in Pajaro Valley schools before she ended a one-year retirement to enter 
politics as a City Council member in 1979. She was elected mayor by a wide margin four years 
later. 

"She's always trying to be on top," said ANN'S sister, LUCY COXON. "For as long as I can 
remember, she's always pushed ahead." 

Said one of her former bosses, Pajaro Valley School District Superintendent Jim Baker: 

"If ANN wanted to run for Assembly, she'd go for that and do quite well ... That's just the 
kind of person she is. She's a leader." 

The road to City Hall seems an unlikely one for SOLDO, especially in a male-dominated 
town that didn't see its first female council member until a decade ago. 

But SOLDO says she's done quite nicely in a man’s world. She says she grew up without 
really knowing any other way. 

"I suppose deep inside I am a feminist. But," she cautioned, "I'm not a rebel." 

A career in education was replete with opportunities for women, SOLDO said. 

"It's only in the last few years, when I've been on the City Council, that I've found it 
is a man's world," she said. 

But the mayor seemed to be quite comfortable in a "man's world," even when she was younger. 

SOLDO didn't marry until she was 36 years old, so "I was a little different than most of 
the other girls of my time," she said. 

"I don't feel intimidated by men in office or in power," SOLDO said. "I haven't come 
from a woman's world into a man's world. I've been in a man's world all along." 

She said she learned a woman can make in on her own by watching her mother, LUCY MATIASEVICH, 
raise her five children by herself. 

SOLDO never knew her father, NICK MATIASEVICH, an apple farmer who died a month before ANN 
was born. 

LUCY MATIASEVICH, who never remarried, raised ANN and her two brothers and two sisters on 
what NICK had left. But the Depression made life hard, SOLDO recalled, and there wasn't 
enough money to send any of the children to college "until it was my turn." 

After graduating from San Jose State Teachers College during the Depression, the young 
ANN MATIASEVICH came back to Watsonville to teach at the old Hall Distric School in 1942. 

Most of the men teachers were off fighting in World War II, she said, which meant she 
had to drive the school bus, pick up the groceries for the school lunches, teach class, and 
then coach football, basketball and track after school. 

SOLDO said she enjoyed all that. But she also must have been pretty good at it, too, 
because she became the boys' P.E. teacher at Pajaro School four years later. 

After the war, she spent two years in Germany teaching the children of American servicemen. 
She traveled alone throughout Europe during vacations and days off. 

She returned to Watsonville in 1952 and resumed teaching while working towards her master's 
degree at Stanford, which she was awarded in 1954. 

That gave her the credentials to move into school administration, which she did in 1955 
as part-time principal at Radcliff School. For the next 23 years, she was a principal at 
various schools throughout the district, finally retiring as the first woman principal of 
Aptos Junior High.

He simplified and modernized the Cyrillic 
alphabet, introduced everyday Serbian into 
literature, left one of the best dictionaries 
of Serbian language, acquainted entire civil¬ 
ized Europe with Serbian national heritage 
and traditions.
